PARIS, Aug. 21.— Liberation of 
Poland is assured by the great vic­ 
tory last week over the Russian 
forces, according to general opinion 
in French military circles, but there 
is doubt that it will yield more im­ 
portant results.

The selection was made by 
Capt. Adrain Duane Doty, U. S. 
Signal Corps, representing the club.

The state board of public affairs has just taken an inven­ 
tory of the public buildings owned by the state and finds that 
their aggregate value is $14,227,800.00. This announcement 
is a real contribution to the news of the day and has a dis­ 
tinct bearing on the discussion of state expenditures and state 
taxes. 
For a dozen years now our ears have been dinned by the 
bang of the hammers wielded by those who are unable to see 
any good come out of Nazareth or any real benefit accrue 
from a Democratic administration. We have heard all about 
the amount of money spent. We have heard very little about 
what it was spent for—particularly if it went to pay for some 
permanent improvement. The recurring state administrations 
and the succeeding legislatures have been charged up with 
every penny appropriated for permanent improvements; but 
no credit has ever been given for the improvements made.

• Okra Salad. 
Boil the young okra pods whole. 
When cold, dress with vinegar, salt 
and pepper, or, if preferred, use 
plain 
French dressing and 
serve 
very cold. 
This is a most delight­ 
ful summer 'salad the okra being 
very cooling. 
Bolled Okra • 
One quart of young okra. 
One tablespoonful of vinegar. 
Salt and pepper to taste. 
Wash the okra well in cold water 
and place in a porselain or agate 
saucepan. Add a pint of water and 
a teaspoonful of salt. Cover the 
saucepan and let the okra simmer 
for about half an hour. 
Place in 
a dish, season with salt and pepper, 
pour over the okra a tablespoonful 
of tarragon vinegar, and set to cool. 
Serve as a salad with roast meats, 
etc. 
• 
Baked Okra 
Place a thin layer of rice in a 
baking dish, add a layer of sliced j 
tomatoes; add salt, pepper, a little 
currie, and a small lump of butter. 
Repeat 
with 
alternate 
layers 
of 
rice, okra, and tomatoes until the 
dish is filled. 
Cover and bake in 
the oven until the rice is thorough­ 
ly 
cooked.

and

Canned Okra and Tomatoes.
